his mind twice a week in a matter where 
there is no excuse for such change of 
mind, Noithor is the thing big enough to 
justify or make pussible such an agitation 
as would be a valid reason for a change of 
opinion in the mind of so august a per- 
sonage as the Crown's Representative. But 
wa take it that no particular edict has as 
yet gone forth, but that the matter is mere- 
ly ‘hung-up ;' and on that.asaumption we 
hold it proper to put forward briefly o part 
of tho orgument in favour of the con- 
tiauance of the music.—Our contemporary 
then goes on to give various arguments in 
favour of a continuance of the music. We 
may aay that the Sunday performances given 
in Hongkong weregreatly appreciated by the 
public, and no one aver draamt of objecting 
to them on religious grounds, Thay inter-

FUNERAL OF REAR-ADMIRAL 
CHANDLER. 
IMPOSING CEREMUNY. 

The remains of Rear-Admiral Ralph 
Chandler, Commander-in-chief uf the U. 8.

The ceremony at the grave was con- 
ducted in presence of porhaps the largest 
erowd that haa ever assembled, on such 
an occasion in the colony, At the cluse 
of the service the firing party of Mar- 
ines discharged the customary three vol- 
leya over the grave, and this was fol- 
lawed by a touching ceremony peculiar, 
we believe, to American wilitary and 
naval obsequies, Ona of the Marion's 
buglers, a blue-jacket, came forward to 
the edgo of the grava, when the leat 
yulley had been fired, and sounded the call 
which ia last heard on board ship at night, 
which tells that the work of the day is done 
aud that the time of reat is come. The 
pathetic effect of this simple ceremony 
was evidently falt by all who atood around 
the grave.

THE SANITARY BOARD, 

A meeting of the Sanitary’ Board was 
held this afternoon, Thoro wore present ;

A letter waa read from Mr Francia, say-

THE DISINFECTION OF INFECTED PREMISES. 


Ap amended draft of by-laws for tho 
compulsory vacating of infected promiaes 
and the disinfection and purification of the 
eame were submitted for the consideration 
of the Board. 

Tho Ohsirman said the by-lawa had beon 
drafted according to the advice af the Gov- 
emiment’s legal adviser, They were all 
they could make. The Ordinance would 
have to be amended before they could put 
in force some of the by-laws the Board pro- 
posed. The by-laws, which were passed 
| withont amendment, are aa follows :— 


1. In the following By-Laws tho words 
‘infected premises’ mean and include any 
promises in which any person suffering from 
any infectious disease is or has been ra- 
cently located, ‘ 

The words ‘ infectious disease’ moan and 
include Swall-pox and such «thor discases 
as may from time to time ‘3 defined by 
the Board by resolution for the purpose. 

2, On receipt of a cortiticate from a duly 
qualified Medical Practitioner that any 
person auffering from any infectious disa-se 
isimproperly lodged, the Sanitary Super- 
intendent shall in cage the ssid preson is 
unwilling to bo ramoved forthwith apply to 
& Magistrate. for an ordor for the renioval 
of such peraon under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 29 of the Ordinance. 

3. When any person suffering from any 
infectious disonse is willing to be removed 
to a hospital or other suitable place the 
Sanitary Superintendent shall with the 
assent of the patient take euch monsures an 
he may deem nocosnary for the safo and 
convenient removal of the suid patient, 

4 When any porson auffaring from any 
infectious disease has been renioved from 
any promises or bas recovered or has died 
the Sanitary Superintendent shall with the 
assont of the occupiera of the infected pro- 
mises take such steps as he may deem 
necessary for the disinfection and parifica- 
tion of the naid premises. 

5. In case of emergency of if for any 
reuson the Savitary Superintendent ia un- 
able to carry out the duties specified in the 
foregoing By-Lawa any Officer of the Board 
authorized by the President for that pur- 
pose may act in hia place.

The harvests indood havo 
been inferior of lato years; but-the import 
uf grain into tho province from other parts 
of Manohuria bas kept down prices snd 
enabled the population tu supply itself with 
food. This year, however, the crops in 
other parts have not been very plentiful ; 
while 2 large part of Sheng-ching has boen 
visited by the most terrible floods, Mure- 
over, tha portions of the province which 
esonped this calamity, suffered from drought 
in the spring and summer, so that “even in 
them the harvest hus 'proved deficient; Tho 
result is that there ‘is fearful distress in 
ithe districts: which were inundated.

Much stress was 
laid by Sir Somors on the formation of # 
Dictionary of Economic Products, and be 
ahewed specimen shcots of the Dictionary 
of Economic Produats of India to illus- 
trate the method by which it was suggeated + 
etonial collections might be prepared, 
Ho thon rend certain remurks muds to him 
on his leaving by H.R.B. tho Prince of 
Wales i— 

“You will, no doubt, have opportunitics 
of speaking to the cunimunities at Singapore 
and in other Colonies. I wish you to say 
ftum te that I cordially appreciate the 
muniticont aid _civen to mein establishing 
the Imperinl Institute, nut only naa mn 
morial, in itself, of thu Queen's reign, but 
asa building which every British subject 
may regard os representing that friendly 
unity of all ports of the Empira which I am 
anxious to promote, anda place wherein 
the material interest of the people of the 
United Kingdom, the Colonies, and India 
may be advantazenusly encouraged and 
usefully davelopod.’ 

Messrs, Finlayson, Adamson, Sholfurd, 
Conington, and Gentle asked several ques- 
tions, which were satisfactorily auawered, 
and at the close His Kxculluucy promised 
the support of the Government, and Mr 
Finlayson also promised assistance in the 
name of the merchants of tha Suttlements. 


oCANDAL, * 


During the past fifteen years or so a vast 
change, and one that is constantly pro- 
greasing, has come avor tho social eondie 
tions of foreigners in China, Year by year 
we are more closely approximating to home 
ways and homo standards of polite. 
ness, The drunken orgies and riotous re- 
vellings which have done so much, to give 
the Chinese a false impression of Wostern 
manners and morals are gradually giving 
way before the calm and olevating plea- 
sures to be found in a moro refined state 
of society. It ia a huwiliating confession to 
make, bat-one which, unfortunately, is only 
too true, that man, like the other domoes- 
tic animale, retrogrades with freedom from 
restraint. Few of us realize how much of 
our morality, even of our religion, we owe 
tu early associations and the desire to.stand 
well in tho oycs of our fellow-men, 
aud especially of our relations ; but few 
will deny that absence from home means 
im too mony cases emancipation from 
tnueh that distinguishes the’ polished pro- 
duct of modern civilization from the rough 
and decidedly unpleasant churla who posed 
'as gentlemen not 80 many ages ago. The 
great Iosson in life, and perhaps the hardest 
to Joarn, is aolf-reatraint ; its absence makes 
social conditions impossible, while the moro 
it ia perfected tho nearur wo are to the ideal 
millennium when mutual help and universal 
Kindness are to take the place of envy and 
back-biting, Every aid to the learning of 
this great lesson should be eagerly welcomed, 
and the most effectual help is to ba found in 
the companionship of cducated and refined 
women, A man must be a boor indeed who 
can carry his coarseness into the prescnce 
of & lady ; and although in China there are 
not wanting those who, finding the necossity 
of increased attention to physical and moral 
cleanliness entailed by the society of Jadies 
too heavy a tribute to pay, keep themselves 
sloof frown what should bo tho greatest alle- 
vintion'ot the hardships of their exile. The 
umber of wives, daughters, and sisters who 
have of late yeara come: out to lighten up 
our lives and make us forget how far we are 


from home bas had a moat marked influence | , 


in improving the general tona of foreign 
society in this country, 

Seeing how much ladies add to our com- 
fort and tho gonoral brightness of our lives, 
we have much. to be ashamed of in the 
manner of our reo gnition of the benefits 
we derive from their presence. Thore is 
one very black ‘blot on aur treatment of 
them which-is a disgrace to us as men, and 
stil more as gentlemon—that blot-is the 
light and easy manner in, which scandal io 
bandied sbont. Men do not seem to realiza 
when they aasiat in the currency: of soma 
wretched Sie, started by a low-minded cad, 
that they are perpetrting a cowardly and 
cruel outrage. OF. ‘course nu one: believes 
the lie, nut even-tha. inventor; but this 
does +.ot excuse its’ utterance. To a gen- 
tloman a Indy's reputation is as sucred as 
his own honour; every. man who lightly 
talks scandal about 'a lady shows. that his 
moral tone lacks just that sensitivences for 
others which is the, mark of 4 true gentle- 
man, : 

The hatefal practice that prevails of 
coupling a lady's nama. with some one of 
hor male acquaintances ia very shocking to 
6 new atrival from home, but in China 
innuendos of this kind are strangely al- 
lowed to pags without rebuke. Jt ta;

affect them in ony way. But this is a mia 
wake, Unlesa we ara to admit that man 
residenta in China come from. a very ill. 
mannered. olaas of socioty.at home, wa muat 
find semo cause for the off-hand, free and 
cuay, aud occasionally rude manner in which 
ladies are ao often troated out here, Thero 
is a lack of that gontle courtesy.and con- 
sideration on tho part of the majority éf the 
men which the Iadiés would do. well’ to 
Kesent more often than they do; and’ !t 
may be confidently asserted that the origin 
of all this objectionzble manner towards 
Indies is tho still more objectionable want 
of respact ongandered by acaddish flippancy 
in talaing about them. : 

Let every man in China who claims to ba 
agentloman, whether by birth, education, or 
natnre, set his face reaclutely against this 
abominable practice; and, instead of add. 
ing ono mora burden to the many which 
ladies resident in Chinn have to bear, let 
every man do his best to make them feel 
that their gentle and rofining influance is 
duly appreciated and their presence re- 
garded og a privilege which oannot be too 
carefully guarded. Let those whose early 
associations or Intor morals have mada them 
ignorant uf the fact, be given to under. 
atand that women are not to be judged by 
the same standard as thomaelves, and that 
a kindly familisrity nnd frank friendship 
may exist batweon men and women. without 
taising unworthy suspicions in & decent 
mind, There are few sadder or mora dis- 
gusting spectacles than an elderly bachelor. 
who, by a life spent in prurient thought 
and conversation, bas killed one of the 
noblest and most beautiful inatinota that 
ahould have a place in hia heart, viz., a pure 
and chivalrous regard for women, ‘To esa’ 
one of. these old rouds bring a blush to tho, 
choak of 9 sensitive Iudy by somo improper 
ancedote or impertinent innuendu makes 
the fingers tingle. It is o sight unfortu- 
ustely too common, aud that too in quar- 
tera where the greatest courtesy and 
refinoment might fairly ba expected ; but 
let the young men of the present gonera- 
tion, at least, do their beat to muke such 
social nuisances rare in the future. Living 
in China robs us of most of the higher 
pleasures of life ; let us thorefore cling the 
tnore firmly to the one which we possess in 
4 greater degree cach year, and which is 
doing so much to keop us from forgetting 
what ia due to ourselves as the representa. 
tives in this country of a purer and more 
slevated state -of civilization. Chinese
